de. | __|Regaraing the referent memorandum, [I concur in 
your recommendation that the unclassified study of Soviet civil defense 
be released through a congressional committee of Congress. I think 
your memorandum to the DCI should reflect that Senator John C. Culver 
(D., Iowa), Chairman, Subcommittee on General Legislation, Senate 
Armed Services Committee, has a deep interest in Soviet civil defense 
and has asked on a number of occasions, beginning some time back, 

if we could declassify our Soviet civil defense study. Most recently, 

he has requested a briefing on Soviet civil defense, which has been 
scheduled for 5 January 1978 and he again renewed his request for 

an unclassified paper. 


2. While Senator Culver has made these requests, we 
felt it appropriate to check with our oversight committees to determine 
whether they would have an interest in releasing sucha study. Tom 
Latimer, Staff Director, House Permanent Select Committee on Intelli- 


. gence, indicated that the Committee might be interested but wanted to 


see the report before making such a decision. Preliminary checks with 
the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence indicate no problems in 
releasing the study through Senator Culver's Subcommittee.
